SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Nature of Business

The Company is a broker-dealer registered with the Security and Exchange
Commission (SEC) and the Financial Industry Regulatory Association
(FINRA) . The Company is a limited liability company organized in Maine.

Accounts Receivable

Bad debts are charged to operations in the year in which the account is
determined wuncollectible. If the reserve method of accounting for
uncollectible accounts were used, it would not have a material effect on
the financial statements.

Depreciation

Property and equipment are stated at cost. Additions, renewals and
betterments, unless of relatively minor amounts, are capitalized.

Depreciation is computed by using the method used for income tax purposes,
which is an accelerated method over a statutory recovery period of seven
years. If the straight-line basis using estimated useful lives were used,
it would not have a material effect on the financial statements.
Depreciation expense for the years ended December 31, 2011 and 2010 was
$-0-.

When property and equipment is sold or retired, the related cost and any
accumulated depreciation is removed from the accounts and any gain or loss

is included in operations.

Income Taxes

The Company is treated as a partnership for income tax purposes. Under
subchapter K of the Internal Revenue Code, each member is taxed separately
on their distributive share of the Partnership’s income whether or not
that income is actually distributed.

During the years ended December 31, 2011 and 2010, the Company did not

incur any interest or penalties on its income tax returns. The Company’s
income tax returns are subject to possible examination by the taxing
authorities. For Federal and State of Maine income tax purposes, the

income tax returns essentially remain open for possible examination for a
period of three years after the respective filing deadlines of those
income tax returns.

Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally
accepted accounting principles requires management to make estimates and
assumptions that affect the reported amounts during the reporting period
and at the date of the financial statements. Actual results could differ
from those estimates.

Statement of Cash Flows

For purposes of the Statement of Cash Flows, the Company has defined cash
equivalents as highly liquid investments, with original maturities of less
than ninety days and is not held for sale in the ordinary course of
business.

Commissions

Commissions and related clearing expenses are recorded on a settlement-
date basis as securities transactions occur.

Advertising Costs

Advertising costs are charged to operations when incurred.

Concentrations of Risk

A significant majority of the Company’s revenue is generated by
transactions initiated by one customer, which is a related party.

RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS

The Allegiance Financial Group, Inc., AFX Global Advisors, Inc., and
Marlin Enterprises, LLC are related parties to the Company due to common
ownership.

During the years ended December 31, 2011 and 2010, the Company paid to
Allegiance Financial Group, Inc. a management fee of $169,461 and
$147,727, respectively.

The Company and Allegiance Financial Group, Inc. share office space,
computer equipment, furniture and other related expenses. Allegiance
Financial Group, Inc. pays for all of the expenses and is then reimbursed
by the Company for its proportionate share of those expenses. The total
expenses reimbursed to Allegiance Financial Group, Inc. during the years
ended December 31, 2011 and 2010 were $95,818 and $109,125, respectively.
